Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  Margate,  for  the  year  1959. 

VITA T,  STATISTICS . 


The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  show  an  increase 
in  the  population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General) 
of  some  250  people.  A  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  is 
shown,  12.6  in  1959  as  compared  with  l6.5  in  1958.  The 
total  number  of  births  fell  from  658  in  1958  to  509  in 
1959.  The  closing  of  Manston  Aerodrome  and  the  conse¬ 
quent  departure  of  many  young  American  families  who  were 
living  in  the  area,  is  responsible  for  this  reduction. 

The  Death  Rate  decreased  from  12.2  in  1958  to  12.0  in 
1959.  There  was  again  a  disturbing  rise  in  deaths  from 
Cancer  of  the  Lung.  The  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  only 
0.1  higher  than  last  year  which  was  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  with  the  exception  of  the  year  194-1  when  the 
town  was  partly  evacuated.  Only  one  death  occurred 
after  the  end  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  Eleven 
per  cent  of  the  total  live  births  were  illegitimate. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE, 


There  was  little  infectious  disease.  There  were 
three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  compared  with  one  case  in 
1958. 


During  1959 ,  the  scheme  for  vaccination  against 
Poliomyelitis  was  extended  to  include  all  persons  up  to 
the  age  of  40  years,  together  with  certain  specified 
groups.  Special  sessions  were  held  during  the  evenings 
to  enable  workers  to  get  vaccinated. 

HOUSING. 


During  the  year  the  Council  completed  its  first 
five  years  slum  clearance  programme. 

A  further  survey  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  seemed  to  show  that  70  houses  would  be 
likely  to  become  unfit  during  the  next  five  years. 


Approval  was  obtained  from  the  Ministry  for  these 
70  houses  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  next  five  years. 

HEALTH  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICES. 

The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town,  through 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  are  set  out  in  the  report 
in  some  detail;  they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants 
and  they  are  adequate . 

Mention  should  again  be  made  of  much  good,  work 
carried  out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  by  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County 
Council,  with  particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied 
duties  performed  by  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses 
Children’s  Welfare  Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic 
and  Home  Helpers,  etc.,  and  also  the  various  voluntary 
organisations  in  the  town  such  as  the  Margate  Council  of 
Social  Service,  W.V.S.,  Margate  Ambulance  Corps,  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
and  many  others . 

GENERAL. 


In  making  a  general  survey  of  the  year’s  work,  I 
would  say  that  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  town  was 
satisfactory  during  the  twelve  months. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  at  the  present 
time  falls  into  two  main  categories  -  ’’The  Environmental 
Health  Services”  and  ’’The  Personal  Health  Services”. 

Environmental  Services?-  These  services,  in  addition 
to  housing,  include  the  inspection  and  remedying  of 
defects  in  homes,  shops,  food  premises  and  factories,  and 
in  the  surrounding  environment ,  which  is  likely  to  be  a 
danger  and  hazard  to  health;  the  supervision  of  food 
supplies;  the  mitigation  of  smoke  nuisance  and  the 
control  of  epidemic  disease;  the  giving  of  advice  and 
guidance  to  householders  and  the  owners  of  business 
premises.  It  is  now  clearly  understood  that  both  his¬ 
torically  and  in  practice  the  public  health  services 
rest  upon  a  sound  and  effective  basic  foundation  of 
environmental  hygiene,  and  the  members  of  the  staffs  of 
the  public  health  departments  must  always  maintain  a  firm 
grasp  of  the  environmental  needs  of  the  communities  with 
whose  welfare  they  are  concerned.

Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  way  in 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  my 
colleagues  in  other  Departments;  to  the  Staffs  of  the 
Kent  County  Health  Services  and  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  Services  covering  the  Margate  Borough;  and  to 
the  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in  the  area,  for 
their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times 
in  the  public  health  work  of  our  town.

The  rising  death  rate  from  Lung  Cancer  is  a  thing 
which  cannot  be  ignored,  but  cigarette  smoking  is  such  an 
integral  part  of  the  social  behaviour  of  so  many  people, 
that  advice  by  means  of  health  propaganda  tends  to  be 
ignored.  Many  more  children  and  young  adults  smoke  a 
considerable  number  of  cigarettes  daily  than  did  their 
parents  when  they  were  young.  If  this  state  of  affairs 
continues  it  seems  that  cases  of  Lung  Cancer  will  continue 
to  rise  year  by  year.

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone  has  been  taken  over 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  continues  to 
carry  out  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the 
Corporation  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town.

walking  and  sitting  cases  and  patients  can  be  moved  to  any 
part  of  the  British  Isles.  y 


The  Kent  County  Council  took  over  the  sole  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  ambulance  services  in  Thane t  on  the  30th 
September,  1951.  The  service  now  operates  from  the  main 
Ambulance  Depot  at  St.  Peter's  and  covers  the  whole  of 
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the  Thanet  area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  stations  (accord¬ 
ing  to  location  or  requirements)  are  Whitstable,  Canterbury 
and  Deal. 


No  difficulties  have  been  found  in  attending  emergency 
calls  under  this  new  arrangement. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  February  1953  radio 
telephone  equipment  was  installed  at  the  St.  Peter’s  Station, 
thus  enabling  radio  communication  to  be  made  to  most  of  the 
vehicles  in  the  area.

( c )  Domestic  Hein  Service. 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  Kent 
County  Council.  It  assists  an  average  of  205  sick  and  aged 
persons  each  week  in  Margate  Borough,  and  there  are  at 
present  48  domestic  helpers  engaged  on  this  work. 

In  addition,  the  Kent  County  Council  now  administers 
the  following  services  which  are  run  in  conjunction  with 
the  Domestic  Help  Service? - 

( i)  Family  Hein  Service? 

During  the  year  17  families  have  been  provided 
with  this  service.  Help  is  given  when  the 
mother  has  been  admitted  to  a  hospital,  or 
when  she  has  been  deserted  by  her  husband.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Borough  is  drained  as  far  as  Margate  is  concerned 
on  the  combined  system,  with  a  sea  outfall  at  Foreness  Point. 
Westgate  is  drained  on  a  separate  system,  the  sewage  being 
pumped  into  the  Margate  system,  and  Birchington  is  also 
drained  on  a  separate  system,  the  effluent  being  treated  at 
the  disposal  works  on  the  marshes  beyond  Minnis  Bay  and  dis¬ 
charged  into  the  sea.

fa^,V??e  equiPment  includes  a  magnetic  device  for  metals 
and  tins  separation.  The  tins  and  paper  are  baled 
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mechanically,  other  salvageable  items  are  removed  manu¬ 
ally  from  conveyor  picking  belt.  The  appreciable  income 
thus  derived  helps  to  keep  down  the  cost  of  refuse  dis¬ 
posal  . 

Heavy  metal  articles  are  received  at  the  Destructor 
where  a  charge  of  is.  6d.  per  load  is  made  to  cover  the 
cost  of  cutting  up  and  disposal . 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  exact  cost  of  collection 
and  disposal  per  ton,  and  to  keep  strict  records  of  the 
actual  quantities  dealt  with  a  weighbridge  is  provided 
at  the  Refuse  Destructor,  with  a  capacity  of  20  tons, 
and  the  resulting  costs,  bearing  in  mind  the  length  of 
haul  from  point  of  collection  to  the  Destructor,  indi¬ 
cate  that  the  work  is  effected  economically.

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  town. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

The  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  five  years  slum 
clearance  programme.  Surveys  of  other  sub-standard  proper¬ 
ties  were  made  and  it  was  found  that  some  70  properties  had 
so  deteriorated  that  they  were  now  unfit  for  habitation  and 
action  would  have  to  be  taken  within  the  next  five  years. 

This  was  reported  to  the  Housing  Committee,  and  the  Ministry 
Housing  and  Local  Government  informed.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  some  of  the  houses  already  dealt  with  and  more  of  those 
likely  to  be  dealt  with  are  so  constructed  that  they  cannot 
be  demolished. 

During  the  spring  and  early  summer  priority  was  again 
given  to  visits  to  boarding  houses  and  hotels,  mainly  where 
requests  had  been  made  during  the  previous  year  for  items 
required  to  bring  them  up  to  the  required  standard. 


The  number  of  complaints  greatly  increased  during  the 

^"e?r^?ue  5 .  ^  to  the  very  large  influx  of  visitors 

and  tne  higher  standards  demanded  by  the  residents  and  the 
visitors . 

More  boarding  houses  are  being  adapted  as  holiday  flat¬ 
lets,  and  these  are  now  the  source  of  many  complaints;  the 
nature  of  a  large  percentage  of  these  complaints  are  quite 
outside  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority.  A  start  has 
been  made,  by  formally  using  Section  36  of  the  Housing  Act, 

to  improve  unsatisfactory  flats  let  on  a  more  permanent 
basis. 

More  complaints  than  usual  were  made  regarding  unsatis¬ 
factory  foods,  and  legal  action  was  taken  in  five  cases. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  public  do  not  appear  to  know  that 
these  complaints  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Health  Department  immediately.

FOOD  SUPERVISION 


Routine  visits  to  boarding  houses  carried  out  in 
1 957  were  nearly  completed  during  the  year  and  where 
deficiences  were  found  follow  up  visits  were  made. 

Except  where  premises  have  changed  hands,  and  many  of 
them  have  done  so,  virtually  all  boarding  house  keepers 
have  had  copies  of  a  summary  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations . 

All  restaurants  and  snack  bars  were  visited  once,  as 
usual,  the  poorer  ones  six  or  seven  times.  Many 
restaurants  are  seasonal  and  visits  can  only  be  made 
between  Whitsun  and  the  middle  of  September. 

The  larger  food  shops  have  always  been  well  inspected, 
and  generally  the  shops  were  up  to  the  required  standard 
with  regard  to  fittings  before  the  Regulations  came  into 
force.  Smaller  shops  were  given  more  attention  and  these, 
on  the  whole,  improved.  The  provision  of  fittings  such 
as  water  heaters  were  the  results  of  visits  the  previous 
year.  Co-operation  by  caterers  of  all  description,  with 
the  exception  of  a  very  small  number,  has  been  quite  good. 

Despite  advice  from  the  department,  and  in  many  cases 
also  from  the  manufacturers,  etc.,  some  shop  keepers  or 
their  employees  were  careless  in  the  handling  and  keeping 
of  cooked  foods.  Legal  action  was  taken  in  some  cases. 

Milk. 


Except  during  the  summer  season  most  of  the  milk  sold 
is  from  local  producers.  There  are  three  H.T.S.T.  plants 
in  operation.  The  plants  were  satisfactory  and  effi¬ 
ciently  operated.  All  the  milk  produced  in  the  Borough 
is  from  Tuberculin  Tested  herds. 

Twenty-one  samples  of  washed  bottles  were  taken  during 
the  year;  all  were  satisfactory. 

Eighty-eight  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination;  they  were 
satisfactory  except  for  one  sample  (which  was  pasteurised 
outside  the  Borough)  which  failed  the  Phosphatase  Test. 
Several  of  the  samples  were  ’School  Milks’. 

Forty  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis;  all  were  satisfactory.

The  one  slaughterhouse  now  in  use  is  a  modern  well- 
equipped  building  containing  much  labour  saving  machinery. 
Only  pigs  are  killed  here  and  most  of  them  pass. to  a  local 
bacon  factory.  Two  thousand,  one  hundred  and  fifty  pigs 
were  killed  during  the  year  and  every  one  of  them  inspected 
102  attendances  being  made  for  this  purpose. 

Details  of  meat  unfit  for  human  consumption  will  be 
found  on  a  previous  page. 

Licensed  Premises  (Public  Houses). 

Lack  of  staff  again  prevented  these  being  all  visited 
during  the  year. 


Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 


All  unsound  food  was  burnt  in  the  refuse  destructor. 
Fish  Friers . 


The  premises  of  all  Fish  Friers  operating  within  the 
district  have  been  kept  in  a  generally  satisfactory 
manner . 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  two  licensed  dealers  in  rags,  bones,  etc., 
within  the  district  and  both  were  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner . 

Agriculture  (Safety,  Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act. 

19%  -  Sec.  1,  para.  1. 

Of  the  ten  farms  of  any  size  in  the  Borough  few 
employ  permanent  labour  not  living  quite  close  to  the 
farms  where . adequate  facilities  are  available.  Only  on 
a  few  occasions  during  the  year  is  the  labour  force 
gathered  at  a  site  some  distance  from  the  farm  buildings. 
At  this  time  the  normal  employees  are  supplemented  by 
additional  casual  labour  taken  on  for  particular  work. 

The  supplementary  labour  force  consists  of  both  males 
and  females,  including  very  young  children. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  common  practice  is  for 
the  farmer,  irrespective  of  whether  he  is  the  owner  or 
occupier,  to  provide  a  screened  bucket  latrine,  one  for 
each  sex  when  required.  Usually  this  planting  or 
harvesting  period  does  not  exceed  a  month,  and  never 
more  than  a  week  on  any  one  site.  In  no  instance  has 
it  been  necessary  to  request  the  provision  of  extra 
sanitary  accommodation.

The  three  Health  Department  workmen  were  employed  as  part- 
time  rodent  operatives. 

Margate  has  no  serious  rat  problem;  except  for  4  cases 
outside  the  built-up  area  336  infestations  were  all  minor  ones. 

Forty-three  complaints  were  completely  unfounded. 

Two  or  more  adjoining  properties  were  treated  as  one  unit, 
and  96  properties  in  36  blocks  were  so  treated. 

Seven  large  areas  of  land  and  buildings  were  surveyed. 

£65  was  recovered  from  occupiers  of  business  premises. 

No  charge  was  made  for  work  in  private  dwelling  houses. 

Destruction  of  Rats  in  Sewers. 


In  March  160  of  the  manholes  of  a  non-inf es ted  area  were 
test  baited;  10  manholes  showed  takes.  The  10  manholes  and 
those  in  the  immediate  vicinity  were  treated. 


In  March  treatment  of  the  central  areas  was  under¬ 
taken  using  Warfarin.  73  manholes  were  baited  and 
inspected  at  four  day  intervals;  13  showed  takes  at  the 
first  visit  but  of  these  only  6  showed  part-takes  when 
inspected  the  second  time.  Subsequent  visits  showed  no 
other  takes . 

The  73  manholes  were  re -baited  in  September,  includ¬ 
ing  those  where  takes  were  present  in  March.  Only  2 
part-takes  were  found  on  the  first  inspection  and  no 
further  takes  were  reported. 

Places  of  Entertainment . 


Cinemas  and  theatres  were  periodically  visited,  and 
found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

Factories  Acte 


Many  of  the  smaller  factories  and  all  the  larger 
building  sites  were  periodically  visited.  Several 
minor  omissions  and  defects  were  found  and  rectified. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 


The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957? 
came  into  operation  in  1957?  and  prohibited  (inter  alia) 
the  keepers  of  more  than  b  pigs  or  50  poultry  from  feed¬ 
ing  their  stock  with  waste  foods  which  have  not  been 
boiled  for  one  hour  in  a  plant  licensed  by  the  local 
authority. 

All  known  pig  keepers  were  visited.  There  were  no 
keepers  of  50  or  more  head  of  poultry  using  waste  foods. 

Housing . 

The  Council  decided  on  the  9th  October,  1956,  to 
discontinue  house  building  on  completion  of  the  schemes 
then  in  hand,  apart  from  that  needed  for  future  slum 
clearance  purposes,  but  plans  are  now  being  prepared  for 
the  building  of  approximately  125  additional  dwellings, 
of  which  probably  75  will  be  one-bedroomed  flats  or  flat¬ 
lets  and  the  remainder  small  houses.  In  addition  to  this 
a  block  of  21  one-bedroomed  flats  is  now  under  construc¬ 
tion. 


Together  with  houses  and  flats  previously  authorised, 
the  total  number  of  new  dwellings  contracted  for  since 
the  war  to  31st  December,  T9 59,  was  1,505°?  none  was 
completed  during  1959 .

Of  the  130  properties  requisitioned  after  the  war  for 
families  inadequately  housed  (which  provided  24-1  units  of 
habitation)  only  one  was  still  under  requisition  at  31st 
December,  1959,  and  is  occupied  by  three  families.  The 
Council  will  be  taking  this  one  into  possession  on  the 
1st  April,  i960,  when  requisitioning  powers  end,  no  owner 
ever  having  been  identified. 

Applicants  on  the  housing  waiting  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year  numbered  approximately  600,  of  which  24-0  asked  for 
old  folks’  accommodation;  only  about  100  of  the  applicants 
justify  rehousing,  the  remainder  really  being  adequately 
accommodated  already. 

During  the  year  under  review  Demolition  Orders  were 
made  against  -  212,  214-,  216,  High  Street,  Margate;  and 
1,  Park  Place,  and  Closing  Orders  were  made  against  the 
following  properties  -  18  Addington  Street;  9  Princes 
Street;  22,  23,  25,  38,  Pleasant  Place;  Flat,  1,  Mill  Lane; 
Basement,  11,  Cecil  Street. 

21  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

The  works  specified  in  Undertakings  given  in  respect 
of  2  properties  were  completed  satisfactorily.  Two  under¬ 
takings  were  also  given  by  the  owners  not  to  use  properties 
for  human  habitation. 

The  153  houses  included  in  the  Council’s  approved 
slum,  clearance  programme  had  all  been  dealt  with  by  the 
early  spring,  and  a  further  survey  was  made,  when  it  was 
found  that  70  had  so  deteriorated  during  the  last  5  years 
that  action  was  recommended  within  the  next  5  years. 

The  number  of  genuine  enquiries  followed  by  surveys 
for  grant  aid  increased  from  77  in  1958  to  126  in  1959; 

33  of  these  were  approved.  During  the  year  the  following

One  of  these  was  carried  out  by  the  aid  of  an  improve¬ 
ment  loan.  F 

The  total  of  65  units  of  habitation  improved  is 
considered  reasonably  satisfactory,  especially  as  in  34 
cases  extensive  repair  work  was  carried  out  and  the  houses 
or  flats  made  fit  in  all  respects. 

The  time  taken  in  the  administration  of  this  type  of 
work. is  lengthy  compared  with  the  cost  of  the  works',  but  is 
considered  well  worth  while.  Most  of  it  has  been  done  to 
terrace  type  property  still  structurally  sound  and  between 
50-100  years  old. 

The  reasons  given  for  not  accepting  grant  aid  varied, 
but  most  of  them  were  due  to  (a)  not  being  satisfied  that 
they  would  be  staying  in  the  house  for  more  than  a  few  years 
(sometimes  the  house  is  improved  and  then  sold),  (b)  in¬ 
capability  to  pay  their  part  of  the  full  cost  of  the 
repairs,  (c)  wishing  to  use  the  house  as  a  boarding  house, 
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or  to  let  it  furnished  at  a  high  rent  during  the  summer 
months . 

Applicants,  mainly  owner/occupiers,  were  given  every 
encouragement  and  advice.  The  best  and  most  economical 
method  of  improvement  was  insisted  upon,  and  the  standard 
of  workmanship  set  was  high. 

Rent  Act,  19*57» 

During  the  year  1  application  was  received  for  a  certi¬ 
ficate  of  disrepair,  which  was  granted.  One  Undertaking 
bv  a  landlord  was  given.  There  we re  6  applications  for 
cancellation,  four  were  granted,  and  two  were  objected  to 
by  the  tenants  who  were  issued  with  a  Form  P. 

Housing  Act,  19^-9. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  inspections  were  made  on 
seventy-eight  properties  for  reports  to  aid  the  Committee 
dealing  with  loans  under  the  Housing  Act,  19^9  •  Where 
defects  of  a  serious  kind  were  found  they  were  reported  to 
this  Committee  who  issued  instructions  that  these  defects 
must  be  rectified  before  the  final  amount  of  the  loan 
could  be  granted.  This  has  been  found  to  be  a  very  effec¬ 
tive  method  of  getting  nearly  $0  houses  made  fit  without 
the  service  of  a  notice  of  any  kind  from  the  Health 
Department . 

Camping  Sites. 


There  are  four  licensed  camping  sites.  There  was 
less  camping  on  unlicensed  sites  than  usual,  and  no  formal 
action  had  to  be  taken.  One  site  was  licensed  for  7? 
tents  -  an  increase  in  number  from  the  original  30* 

National  Assistance  Act. 


Applications  were  made  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act  for  the  burial  of  10  bodies,  but  after  immediate  and 
extensive  investigations  only  7  had  to  be  interred  by  the 
local  authority. 

Borough  Mortuary. 

One  hundred  and  nine  bodies  were  received  in  the 
Borough  Mortuary  during  the  year.  Two  of  the  Department’s 
workmen  were  in  attendance  at  the  one  hundred  and  six 
post  mortems. 
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Legal  Proceedings. 


The  following  cases  were  referred  to  the  magistrates : - 

Sale  of  a  meat  pie  in  a  mouldy  condition.  The 
defendants  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  we re  fined  £25.

METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  FOR  1959. 


Sunshine  hours  were  2,029*  compared  with  1,630  in 
1958, and  1 , 771  average.  The  year  was  notable  everywhere 
for  a  brilliant  summer,  and  Margate  shared  this  experience 
to  the  full,  local  sunshine  figures  being  amongst  the 
highest  in  the  country.  Between  1st  May  and  31st  October 
there  were  1,513  hours  of  sunshine,  a  daily  mean  of  8*2 
per  day,  compared  with  the  average  of  6.0.  During  that 
period  there  \\rere  only  5  days  on  which  no  sunshine  was 
recorded.  June  13th  was  the  sunniest  day,  with  15.2 
hours.  July  was  the  sunniest  month,  with  312  hours,  more 
than  10  per  day. 

2.  PRECIPITATION. 


Rainfa1 1;  Rainfall,  amounted  to  23*55  inches,  compared 
with  29.13  in  1958,  and  21.25  average.  The  summer  and 
early  autumn  were  marked  by  long,  dry  spells,  e.g.  between 
1.4th  August  and  10th  October  rain  fell  on  only  5  days. 

There  were,  however,  two  very  heavy  falls;  the  26th  June, 
when  nearly  2  inches  of  rain  and  hail  fell  in  about  3 
hours,  and  the  21st  August,  when  nearly  ly  inches  fell  in 
an  hour.  As  a  result  these  two  months,  although  otherwise 
very  sunny,  had  rainfall  much  in  excess  of  average. 

November  and  December  were  the  wettest  months,  with  nearly 
4  inches  in  each  case.  February/-  had  the  lowest  rainfall 
of  any  month  for  many  years. 

Snow:  Snow  fell  on  only  one  day  (in  January)  -  a 

light  shower  which  lay  for  only  a  few  hours. 


3 .  ATMOSPHERIC  CONDITIONS. 

Margate  was,  as  usual,  free  from  bad  fog.  Fog  was 
recorded  on  13  days,  but,  apart  from  2  days  in  January,  it 
was  not  dense  and  usually  cleared  by  noon.  Exceptionally 
"dry  air"  conditions ,. with  Relative  Humidity  below  60$, 
occurred  on  several  occasions  between  May  and  October.

TEMPERATURES . 

Mean  temperatures  exceeded  the  average  in  all  months 
except  January  and  February,  the  greatest  excess  being  in 
October,  with  a  mean  of  3.5  degrees  above  average.

Temperatures  of  80°  or  over  were  recorded  on  4  days 
in  July  and  August,  but  generally  summer  temperatures,  in 
spite  of  the  prolonged  sunshine,  were  moderate  on  account 
of  cool  N.*E.  breezes.  Highest  of  the  year  was  85°  on 
18th  July;  lowest  24°  on  l?th  January. 

6.  THUNDER  . 

There  were  severe  thunderstorms  on  26th  and  28th 
June,  and  10th  and  21st  August.  Thunder  was  heard  on  9 
other  dates. 


7.  GENERAL. 


The  usual  evening  telegrams  were  despatched  between 
April  and  September  to  the  Air  Ministry,  to  whom  weekly 
and  monthly  returns  were  rendered  throughout  the  year . 
Regular  information  was  supplied  to  the  Publicity 
Manager,  Borough  Engineer,  Thanet  Water  Board  and . the 
local  Press.  A  number  of  enquiries  were  dealt  with 
from  outside  sources. 

The  new  notice  board  was  placed  in  the  window  of 
the  Weather  Office  and  the  daily  information  displayed 
thereon  has  obviously  been  much  appreciated  by  the 
public . 

8.  The  monthly  summary  is  as  follows i- 

January s  Mostly  very  cold,  with  much  ground  and  air 
frost;  temperature  2.8  degrees  below  average,  but  sun¬ 
shine  152%  of  average.  Thick  fog  on  29th  and  30th 
persisted  all  day.  Light  snow  on  12th. 


6 l. 


February"  Exceptionally  dry,  with  rain  on  only  2 
days,  giving  total  of  only  3 %  of  average.  Fog  on  17th, 
19th,  cleared  by  noon  each  day. 

March;  Mainly  fair  and  mild,  with  both  rain  and  sun 
approximating  to  average. 

April;  Unsettled  at  first,  followed  by  sunny,  warmer 
conditions  but  more  rain  in  last  week.  Rainfall  133%  and 
sunshine  80%  of  average.  Gale  force  wind  on  30th.  Fog 
on  2nd  and  3rd  cleared  quickly. 

May;  A  fine  month,  with  rainfall  27%  and  sunshine 
11 4%  of  average.  Only  4  wet  days  and  2  days  with  no  sun¬ 
shine  . 

June ;  Another  sunny  month,  with  sunshine  119%  of 
average;  rainfall  226%  of  average,  mainly  due  to  severe 
thunderstorms  on  26th  and  28th.  Dry  spell  from  9th  to 
24th.  Sunshine  recorded  on  every  day. 

July;  Very  sunny  and  warm  with  total  of  319  hours 
(130%  of  average) .  Dry  spell  from  10th  to  26th,  followed 
by  dull,  showery  conditions. 

August;  Fair  at  first;  unsettled  and  showery  from 
8th  to  14th;  then  a  return  of  fine,  sunny  conditions 
interrupted  only  by  severe  thunderstorm  on  the  night  of 
the  2lst,  which  brought  rainfall  up  to  164%  of  average. 

September ;  A  remarkable  month,  with  sunshine  on 
every  day  and  rain  on  only  1  day.  Sunshine  135”%  and 
rainfall  l4%  of  average.  Fog  on  10th  and  11th  cleared 
quickly.  Mean  temperature  2.7  degrees  above  average. 

October;  Sunshine  continued  almost  without  a  break 
until  l8th,  after  which  conditions  became  unsettled. 

Much  rain,  and  gale  force  winds,  from  26th  onwards. 

November;  Changeable,  with  average  sunshine,  but 
rainfall  156%.  Gale  force  wind  on  13th. 

December ;  Mainly  dull  and  wet,  with  sunshine  only 
about  half,  and  rainfall  more  than  twice,  average.
